Ladies  and  Gentlemen;, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  siirbh  i;nnual.  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sa.nitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of  Dorchester  for  the  year 
1955*  It  is  va-’itten  on  the  lines  nuggosbed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


The  health  of  the  district  was  generally  satisfactory;,  although  a 
large  variety  of  infectious  diseases-  were  notified. 

There  was  a large  increase  in  the  neunbcr  of  Moesles.  compared  with 
the  previous  year^  but  the  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Scajrlct  Fever  were 
less.  Only  two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  v/ere  confirmed;,  both  had  parad-ysis. 
Two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  were  notified^  both  wero  associated  vrl.th  other 
cases  in  the  neighbouring  districts. 

One  case  of  Undulant  Fever  (hbortus  Fever)  was  brought  to  my  notice 
and  on  investigation^  he  had  been  away  on  holiday  d'aring  the  period  vrhen 
he  could  have  acquired  the  disease-;,  so  there  was  no  evidence  suggesting 
infection  in  our  area. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified^  has  fallen  by  a third, 

A displa.y  of  posters  on  prevention  of  Influenza^  Burns  and  Scalds 
were  shovni  to  the  Council  wdth  leaflets  giving  the  details. 


The  Housing  Survey  v;as  continued  during  the  year^  but  owdng  to  staff 
difficulties  it  has  not  been  completed^  but  a return  was  made  to  the  Council 
to  enable  them  to  submit  the  necessary  figares  to  the  Ministry^  as  directed 


under  the  new  Housing  and  Rents  Act^  1954o  Until  the  Survey  is  completed 
the  overall  picture  which  is  so  necessary^  cannot  be  seen;,  but  it  is  obvious 
that  an  exbensive  housing  progremme  is  required.

The  Ministry  has  now  given 
condit?lonsl  sanction  to  invite  tenders  to  oommonGe  work  in  1956,

The  issue  of  seventy-five  Improvement  Grants  has  again  helped 
housing  conditions  in  saving  houses  and  making  them  fit. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Mr.  Forbes our  Water  Engineer,  has  kindly  given  me  the  folloiAring 
information. 


The  only  mains  extension  during  the  year  v/as  to  the  village  of 
Osmington  Mills,  where  approximately  three  quarters  of  a mile  of  tiiree 
inch  pipe  was  laid. 


Numerous  domestic  and  farm  supply  connections  were  made  in  all 
villages,  through  which  our  mains  comprehension  scheme  is  laid,  totalling 
119  domestic  and  27  farms  or  dairies. 


A scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  Forston’s 
Puiiping  Station  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  work  will  soon  be  commenced. 

Sampling  of  water  supplies  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  all 
mains  supplies  have  been  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE. 

The  scheme  for  the  amalgcjnation  of  the  Chsrminster  Village  and  Herrison 
Hospital  vdth  the  contemplated  new  scheme  for  improvements  at  the  Dorchester 
Borough  VJorks,  unfortunately  had  to  be  abandoned  because  of  cost  and  a 
cheaper  scheme  including  the  a.ddition  of  the  villages  of  Bradford  Peverell 
and  Muckleford  has  been  formulated. 


It  is  hoped  that  this  will  not  delay  the  sewerage  of  the  village  of 
Charminster  and  Herrison  Hospital, 

The  Warmwell  Airfield  Sewage  Works  was  acquired  by  the  Council  during 
the  year.  It  is  contemplated  that  fifty  new  Council  Houses  are  to  be  built 
in  the  area  in  the  immediate  future.
